Calgary gnd is of the opinion that the 


pendulum is swinging towards Edmon- 
ton. He says: 

“The pendulum of progress in ths 
West has swung sharply toward Ed- 
monton in the past few years. To-day 
it is one of the chief industrial cen: 
tres of the Territories and tributary 
to millions of acres of the finest agri- 
cultura: section in the Dominion. En- 
joying the distinction of being nearer 
to the Arctic Circle than any other 
sity of importance in Canada, EAmon- 
ton is enriched by the immense voiume 
ef trade from the Mackenzie District, 
that passes out through this great 
Yighway for nearly 2,000 miles to the 
northwest. In addition, the energy 
that has marked the progress of the 
metropolis of northern Alberta has 
penetrated for a ‘Wistance of hundreds 
ef miles cast and west and focused 
here for the interests of all this new- 
ly developed territory. The alluring 
nature of the surrounding country may 
be tmagined from the fact that. home- 
steaders must go from sixty to seventy 
miles from the terminus of the railroad 
in order to get free lands. The famed 
Peace river country is 250 miles fur- 
ihern northwest and some 4,000 settl- 
ersi have passed through here into “hat 
remote portion of the Dominion in the 
past three years. to-day the pros- 
peets of Eimonten are brighter than 
at any time In its Listory. 

“Inevitably Edmonton will become 
the contre of a strenuous railroad war. 
Calgary, 200 miles south, is the fav- 
orite C.P.R. point. The two are nat- 
ural rivals. It is to the interest of 
the C.P.R. to build up Calgary. There- 
fere is the Interests of northern and 
peuthern Alberta divided sharply alons 
this lire of commercial development. - 

“To-day Edmonton numbers between 
6,(00 2nd 7,000 population. Calgary has 
from one to two thousand more. The 
latter has many big w2>chouses and ‘s 
becoming a jobbing point that threat- 
eng tke supremacy cf Winnipeg. The 
former is the centre of the tremendous 
fur trade of the north and the termin- 
us of the chain of trading costs that 
lead up to the very Arctic Cirele. If 
Calgary has a ranching country sec- 
ond to none in the hemisphere, Ed- 
monten on the four pomts of the com- 
pass has egricultural possibilities equ- 
ally as valuable asa trade getter. To 
gay the competition of the two cities 
for settlers is very keen. The business 
men of both are hustlers and overlook 
nothing that will contribute to the 
material devalopment of their respec- 
tive communities. Calgary says Ed- 
monton has the capital bee strongly 
developed... For this reason, it is as- 
serted, the peop'e of Edmonton «are 
holding back cn the question of auton- 
omy for the Territories. A prominent 
politician of Calgary told The World 
that Mr. Frank Oliver was telling the 
people »f Edmonton to keep quiet on 
the subject, and by the time autonomy 
became a pressing topic of discussion 
they would have passed Calgary in 
point .of population and be a strong 
candidate for caxital honors. Just how 
much truth there is jin the report is 
difficult to ascertain. It is hard to 
corvince Edmonton that she is not en- 
titlea to everything that push and bus- 
1@g8 can secure.” 


Jumped His Bail 


The Strathcona Plaindealer says: 

“Quite e commotion was created in 
Strathcona this week over the fact 
that W. Smith had jumped bail and 
left for parts unknown.

most every centre of importance in 
the West will be fuliy represented. 
;“The Winnipeg Board ‘of Trade is by’ 
special invitation sending two dele- 
gates. Edmonton, Wetaskiwin, Med- 
icine Hat and Lethbridge: are sending 
a number, while Grenfell, Macleod, 
Moosomiin, Wapella, Red Deer and 
Raymond will be represcated by two 
delegetes from each town. Two re~- 
presentatives are coming from Golden 
B.C., and others are expected from 
the coast previnces. rince Albert 
will send one delegate at least, and 
Ponoka, Okotoks and other points 
will be represented by one delegate. 
Calgary will have its full alowance 
of representatives at the convention. 
It is now reasonably certain that the 
gathering will number at least fifty 
of the most progressive and well in- 
formed business men of the west. 

“The mest important work of the 
convention will probably be that de- 
voted to permanent organization. It 
cannot be doubted that'a necessity 
exists for an organization of repre- 
sentatives from the various communi- 
ties in the West. The hearty res- 
ponse to the cajl for the first con- 
vention is ample evidence of that 
fact. No stand has as yet been 
taken by the western business inter- 
ests on the Chamberlain fiscal pol- 
icy, The mother country expects « 
pronouncement from every portion cf 
the Empire on this momentous ques- 
tion. Many other subjects of gen- 
eral interest will also claim the at- 
tention of this meeting and it is <on- 
sidered doubtful by many whether 
the, time allotted, namely two days, 
will be sufficient to do justice to 
them all.”

tal Railwag Billi. Nine amendments 
were moved by the opposition and the 
pee day wes oerunied without progress on 
28 the bill. With such a _ torrent of 
amendments following day after day, 
it must be apparent to the country 
that obstru-tion and not amendment 
is their purvose. The House having 
agreed to the bill by a majority of 55, 
oer nearly two to one ,must be consid- 
ered as havinw assumed responsibility 
for the provisions contained. Hav- 
ing assumed that responsibility, . and 
the prinsiples of the bill having been 
agreed to by such an overwhelming 
majority, the proposal of amendments 
to reverse or alter these principles 
can only be-considered as an effort 
to prevent the provisions of the bill 
from taking effect and can by no 
stretch of imagination be supposed as 
having been moved for the purpose of 
jmproving the bargain in the pubtic 
juterest. 
Endersed the Original Provision 

The first amendment of the day 
was moved ky Blain, and was to 
change the terras of jthe new arrange- 
meni to those +* the old one in re- 
gard to the proportion of govern- 
ment guarantee on the mountain sec- 
sion, The original agreement limit- 
ed the government’s jiability of 
three quarters of the cost to $30,006 
per mile; the new agreement makes 
the vovernment liability three quar- 
ters of the cost, whatever it may be. 
Inasmuch as this amendment was 
a reversion. to the original 
provision, jit could not properly be 
considered an amendment to the new 
provision, but as it was not put up 
seriously it went with the rest. By 
estimating the eost of the mountain 
section at $60,000 per mile, Mr. Blain

and Interior. T. ©. Casgrain and Dr. 
Sproul2 eaca favored the House with 
a tirade against the Minister which he 
eid not condescend to notice. In reply 
io Mr. Casgrain the Premier said that 
the present Minster of Railways had 
taken office after last session and af- 
ter the bargain was under way- He 
fad found the duties of his Depart- 
ment very heavy, requiring oractically 
the whole of his time and zttention. 
jhe Premier haying assumed responsi- 
bility for the carriage of the bill at 
layz- Mepsion was only continuing in 
the same line this session. This peace- 
ful ¢txplanation, however, did not sat- 
isfy the Opposition who kept up the 
discussion until after nine - o'clock. 

During discuasion of an amendment 
meved by Mr. Casgrain the day before, 
that a majority of the Grandi Trunk 
Pacific Board of Directors should be 
Eritish subjects, the Premier and Mr.

Wilcox to be Triedin June 


Wilcox was arraigned before Mr. 
Justice Newlands at Regina on Tues- 


day and the charge against him, 
which covers two sheets of typewrit- 
ten paper, was read. The accused 
pleaded not guilty. Owing to his 
Lordship having to be absent until 
the next regular sittings of theccurt 
the case will not be tried until June 
14, and accused was accordingly  re- 
The prose- 
cution expest to call about thirty 
covering territory from

and Seattle. 

There promises to be a very inter- 
esting legal point argued at the Wil- 
cox trial when it comes on nex: 
month. The question to be «argued 
will be: Would the act of breaking 
the seal of a mail bag and extract- 
ing a letter therefrom constitute the 
act of stealing the bag itself. 

The cnarge against. Wilcox which 
court, contains fcur 
counts, the first of which is that 
Wilcox stole a post letter bag from 
a mail car. In connection with this 
count Crown Prosecutor Johnstone 
asked for ieave toe prefer it. Mr. 
Norman MacKenzie counsel: for the 
defence, contended that the charge 
against che prisoner by the crown 
must be based solely on the evidence 
adduced at the preliminary hearing, 
and as the evidence did not ge ito 
that Wilcox bad stolen the 
mail bag, the crown should only pre- 
fer this charge by leave. 

Mr. MacKenzie stated that he did 
not intend to oppose the crown’'s 
upplication for leave to prefer the 
first count of ths charge at tie pre- 


sent time, but he called his lordship'’s 


ntiention to the fact that he in no 


way intended to waive the question, 
but would reserve the point for ar- 
gument, should he sez fit, in the evi- 
dence adduced at the trial. 

The importance of the point lies in 
the fact that under the criminal code 
the theft of a mail bag is puaishable 
iwith a maximum sentense of life im- 
prisonment, while tne waxipum for 
the theft of a letter is only ‘seven 
years.
